Labor first appeared in power 
in 1944 when the phrase “Clear it 
with Sidney’’ became so _ well 
known. It referred to Sidney Hill- 
man, labor leader. In 1948, labor 
forced a civil rights platform 
which caused four Southern states 
to walk out. 

Two of these, Alabama and 
Louisiana, put up their own slates 
and placed them on the ballot as 
the Democratic nominees, refus- 
ing Harry Truman and Alben 
Barkley, the convention nominees, 
a place on the ballot. 


Loyalty Resolution 


It is this fact which this year 
caused the Western and Eastern 
leaders of labor and. the party to 
introduce the resolution of loyalty. 
Now, the resolution by itself is 
proper; obviously a man who 
participates in a convention is 
morally bound by it. 

But, five Southern states, Geor- 
gia, South @arolina, Mississippi, 
Virginia and Texas, have state 
laws especially designed to enable 
those states to act as independ- 
ent state Democratic parties. 
They did this because they fore- 
saw the struggle for control and 
did not wish to be bound to pol- 
icies objectionable to the majority 
of their people. 

They were steamrolled in the 
early hours of Tuesday. 

It was rough steamrollering, 
too, merciless and direct, 

The fight goes on. It gives you 
faith in the Democratic processes, 
to see and hear the debates. But 
keep in mind this a fight for. con- 
trol of a party.

LONDON, July 22—As the British cabinet met today to consider 
urgent measures to increase the sales of British goods abroad, a gov- 
ernment spokesman made a plea for ‘‘a fair deal’’ for British exports 
in the United States. 
In a speech to the American 
Chamber of Commerce in London, 
Peter Thorneycroft, president of the 
Board of Trade, frankly reflected 
the feeling of many officials and 
manufacturers that United States 
tariffs comprise one of the biggest 
obstacles to European economic 
recovery. 
Thorneycroft said the United 
States ‘“‘seems to be trying to solve 
the problem of its own gigantic 
surplus with the outside world 
without doing more than tinker with 
the very trade barriers which date 
from the time of the great de- 
pressions.”’ 
The result, he said, “has meant 
taxes at home and charity abroad”’ 
as the United States has closed the 
gap between its exports and im- 
ports by giving financial aid to 
Europe. 
“It is no part of our hopes and 
wishes,’’ Thorneycroft continued, 
“that the- citizens of the United 
States should tax themselves into 
poverty in order that their country

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South Is Needed 
For Party Victory 


In the first hot flush of anger over 
the high-handed manner in which Gov. 
Paul Dever, of Massachusetts, rammed 
through the ambiguous “loyalty” reso- 
lution, the majority of Southern dele- 
gates appeared ready to bolt the Demo- 
cratic convention. 

Moreover, viewers of the scene got the 
unmistakable impression that it mat- 
tered little to those in control whether 
they did or not, for certainly those who 
railroaded through the resolution must 
have known that there are laws in cer- 
tain Southern states, including Georgie 
which make it illegal for their dele- 
gates to sign any such pledge. 

Still, what Senator Russell has 
termed the “jail-sentence FEPC” wing 
of the Democratic Party has apparently 
decided that its hope of victory lies out- 
side the South and that Southerners 
must of necessity stick with the party 
wherever it may go. As a concession 
to minority groups in the big popula- 
tion centers of the North and East, they 
are risking the loss of the South in an 
attempt to remold the Democratic 
Party along lines calculated to please 
those voters who demand strong civil 
rights legislation. 

. oe . 

Anything can happen. We have felt 
in the past that Southerners should stay 
within the party and fight out their 
battles. However, a position in which 
Southern states are forced to bolt every 
party convention is untenable. The 
wide cleavage, which standpatters on 
both sides refuse to compromise, is also 
uncomfortable and unnatural. 


The South has been the traditional 
seat of strength of the Democratic Party. 
However, control of party machinery 
has been challenged and that control 
wrested from Southern Democratic 
Jeaders. Northern Democrats can show 
that appeal to the large urban popula- 
tion centers of the North and East has 
brought the party victory in the ‘last 
five elections. In so doing, however, 
the widening split between Southern 
and Northern Democrats has resulted in 
more points of conflict than of sim- 
ilarity. © 

What is happening in Chicago is a 
continuation of the struggle over who 
will control the party. At this stage it 
appears the South is still in the minority. 

* ” . 

Southern delegations may not walk 
out of the convention. It is still possible 
that a compromise may be reached with 
Stevenson of Illinois and Russell. of 
Georgia as the standard bearers. We 
have thought from the beginning that 
such a compromise was possible and 
would make a formidable ticket. 

However, zealous pursuit of policies 
baiting Southern leadership could make 
this impossible. Within a few hours we 
wil know the answer as to whether at 
least six Southern states, perhaps more, 
will be driven from the convention. 
And—regardless of what the Messrs. 
Moody, Humphries, Dever and F. D. R. 
Jr. may think—we cannot see how the 
Democratic Party can win another vic- 
tory in November if that should happen. 

We still hope that the South can stay 
within the party and that differences 
can be compromised to restore harmony. 
Otherwise, the Democratic Party’s out- 
look is a: bleak one. 


Alben Barkley Sounds 
Warning in Withdrawal 


It would not be fitting for the with- 
drawal of Vice-President Alben Barkley 
from the contest for the Democratic 
nomination to go unnoticed. The: old 
warrior is beloved by people the coun- 
try over, regardless of party affniation. 

He has served his county long and 
faithfully. He has been in the fore- 
front of the fight to build a better 
America for the American people. He 
has answered the call to duty in every 
capacity in which the people have. de- 
sired to use him and he has fulfilled 
well their trust in him.

Even though we find it a little hard 
to forget that only a few short weeks 
ago Sen. Paul Douglas was beating the

Delegates Discover 


Adlai Stevenson 


CHICAGO—The swing to Gov. Adlai Ste- 
venson in the Democratic convention here js 
an interesting psychological manifestation 
that reveals a good deal about the temper 
of the delegates here and of the party today. 
It tells something, too, of the stress of the 
ger in which we live. 

In the first place, Governor Stevenson 
finally offered, in himself, .something that

jm. dent Truman back in 
"2 Washington. This is a 
4 simple thing, but impor- 
tant for morale. They 
could stand up on their 
own, free and fearless 

Americans. 

They could, once and 
for all, get out from under the plaguing 
description of themselves as so’ many sheep 
crying for a shepherd. This was true of the 
half of the delegates who came here un- 
instructed. And it was true eventually of 
the other half who came here with ties to 
one or another candidate. The latter found 
after looking the situation over for a couple 
of days that their particular candidate could 
not break out of his pocket and success- 
fully raid pockets of other candidates. They 
paraded around under the banner of their 
candidates loyally, but with an ear cocked 
for ‘‘the word’’ and an eye cocked for some 
possible combination. 

Then, lo, there was Governor Stevenson. 
the excitement of the hunt. The 


became. Well, they’d just bag him for 
themselves, on their own, and no longer 
could any. flip newspaper reporters describe 
them as a lost mob waiting for ‘‘the word.” 


But there is another, and more, impor- 
tant, appeal in the very able governor of 
the gieat state of Dlinois. 


He became, in the eyes of the delegates, a 
moderating symbol and influence. Heaven 
knows that was needed! 

For this convention was rapidly becom- 
ing a convention of extremes—in the familiar 
pattern but sharper. Zealous Fair Dealers 
were seeking all sorts of excuses to stir up 
their Southern brethren, on one hand, and, 
on the other, the Southern fire-eaters were 
screaming back and threatening, once again, 


to walk out, by gosh, and leave the party 


of their forefathers, suh. 


When he made his speech of welcome it 
became for the anxious delegates their ‘'key- 
note’ speech. It was, in fact, the ‘‘keynote’’ 
of this convention. It was so of itself, a 
beautiful and masterly and concise state- 
ment of the Democratic record and future 
aims, and it was so because in the speaker 
the delegates found the ‘‘key’’ to their con- 
fusing problem. 


In many ways Adlai Stevenson reverts to 
the Woodrow Wilson tradition. He embodies 
that, it seems, 
New Deal or Fair Deal. He is that in over- 
lying philosophy and he is that in an ex- 
citing and individual literary talent that 
has been missing in presidents and aspirants 
for the presidency since Woodrow Wilson. 


He gave the convention a credo of toler- 
ance in a day when that American principle 
has all but been forgotten in some quarters 
and the citizen’s right to think as he pleases, 
talk as he pleases, is being circumscribed.

CHICAGO—With all of their  rosey 
prospects from having nominated about the 
strongest candidate for president the party 
had to offer, the Republicans are faced wifh 
three major handicaps which raise serious 
doubts as to their ability to win the election 
next November.

1—The preponderance of Democrats over 
Republicans in the official registration fig- 
ures of the country. The

some 4,000,000 more vot- 
ers registered in their 
ranks than the opposition 
party. ’ 
2—Economic condi- 
tions in the country. The 
nation is now enjoying 
the peak of prosperity, 
with more people em- 
ployed than ever before 
in history—and at good wages, it might be 
added. The crux of the issue here is found 
in the prophetic remark of Big Jim Farley 
before the 1948 election that the country has 
never yet turned out a sitting administra- 
tion during times of great national pros- 
perity. 
3—The deep bitterness’ aroused in Repub- 
lican ranks over the hard-fought contest be- 
tween Gen. Dwight Eisenhower and Sen. 
Robeit A. Taft for the party presidential 
nomination. Lingering effects of this strug- 
gle are expected to carry. beyond the No- 
vember election, and few observers believe 
that the wounds inflicted at Chicago can be 
healed in time to undo the damage done. 


Some evidence of the bitterness that re- 
mains was reflected in the final vote on the 
Republican nomination. More than half of 
the 500 delegates supporting Taft on the first 
and only ballot refused to go along in mak- 
ing the Eisenhower nomination unanimous. 
in fact. 


. Regardless of tne efforts of leaders in 
both factions to put on a friendly front, the 
ingredients of party disharmony were there. 
They will not be easily erased. Taft and 
his Old Guard crowd have looked on Gen- 
eral Ike fronrghe start as an interloper and 
Johnny-come-lately in the party, without 
whose intervention the Ohio senator would 
have gone on to win the nomination hands 
down. Another element in the situation is 
the long-standing feud between the Taft and 
Dewey.forces. Matters were not helped any 
by Dewey getting credit for putting over the 
Eisenhower nomination. Dewey beat Taft 
for the party prize four years ago, be it 
remembered. 

When all the factors are balanced against 
each other no one can say at this time that 
the FPepublicans are the favorites to win. 
On the contrary, the outlook is for another 
Democratic victory.

Resentment Generated at Chicago Cited 
As Only Way Ike Could Take South 


In the Wall Street Journal 


Some of Candidate Eisenhower's enthu- 
siastic friends from the cotton-and-corn-pone 
country are telling Ike that he can crack the 
Solid South. But for Ike to capture the South 
a lot of things have got to happen. Anda 
lot of things have got not to happen. 

The South knows that Eisenhower is on 
record as saying that civil rights legislation 
is the responsibility of the several states 
and not of the Federal Government. The 
South likes that. 

The South knows that Eisenhower is 
with its 
natural offspring of high taxes, waste and 
inefficiency. The South likes that, too. 

The South isn’t a bit afraid of a general 
in the White House since most of its great 
sectional heroes were military men. South- 
erners will accept the argument that Eisen- 
hower’s greatest talents lie in the field of 
diplomacy rather than the strictly military. 

The South isn’t worried about Eisen- 
hower’s views on foreign policy, a question 
which may plague him in the Middle West. 
Having still not quite completely recovered 
from a pretty fair-sized war of its own 
nearly a century ago, the South prefers to 
fight them away from home these days. 

The Solid South has been cracked only 
twice in this. 20th Century. The Republi- 
cans did it in 1928 and won five Southern 
states by using a religious issue; Alabama 
voters were told that if-Al Smith won, the 
Pope would send a gunboat up the Tom- 
bigbee River and pay for their cotton in 
prayer beads. The Democrats cracked the 
Solid South themselves in 1948 on the civil 
rights force bills issue and lost four states. 
Both of these breaks came through issues 
engendered by emotions which had nothing 
at all to do with the qualificatidns of the 
contestants to serve in the White House. 

It is safe to say that a play upon the 
emotions of the people of the South is the 
most successful way to crack the Solid South. 
There may be other ways, but none other 
has yet worked. 


* 


Ike may have such an issue, though. 
His emotional issue is his plain fairness, 
honesty and love of country. Southerners 


_ have a sense of history, a sense of patriot- 


ism that one usually finds among a conserv- 
ative people who' live on the land, whose 
fathers lived on the land, and whose an- 
cestors are buried in the cemeteries hard 
by the side of the hill. 

Save for a small percentage in the 
coastal regions—port cities and the now- 
growing manufacturing centers—the people 
of the South are of Anglo-Saxon origin, 
friendiy but not to be put upon. Generally 
speaking, they are uncomplicated Ameri- 
cans, and Ike’s Americanism and love of 
country is something they understand and 
themselves love. 

Tradition and loyalty are important facets 
of the collective Southern character, and so 
tradition and loyalty are important factors 
in any election in the South, These are fac- 
tors which may hurt Ike—or which may 
make him president. 

Should Senator Russell of Georgia be the 
Democratic nominee, the South will defi- 
nitely vote for Russell. 

Should Senator Russell take the second 
spot on a regular Democratic ticket headed 
by a candidate whose political philosophy 
is acceptable to these Southern leaders, the 
South will vote that ticket also. 

Yet there are two ways in which the 
Southern vote might turn to Eisenhower's 
advantage. He might win the Southern vote 
outright; or a Democratic split might rob 
the regular Democratic candidate of enough 
electoral votes so that Ike could win the 
presidency with the votes he captures else- 
where. 

The difficulty here Is that for Ike to 
gain either of thc;se results there would 
almost have to be three tickets in the field 
~-a Republican ticket, a regular Democratic 
ticket and a States’ Rights ticket. If this 
should happen, it could put Ike in the White 
House. 3

A Book That 


Has the Answer 


‘More than 40 years ago now, 42 to be 
exact, ‘Christ came into a dirty, smoky raile 
road caboose and lifted my life out of it,” 
says Bishop Arthur Moore in his new book 
now on sale, ‘‘The Mighty Saviour.”’ Yester- 
day I gave a very sketchy summary of the 
first chapter of that book 
which is the bishop's opin- 
ion of Christ. 

After a thrilling and 
dramatic ministry of 42 
years, during, which he 
has preached to throngs 


- of people literally around 


the world, Bishop Moore 
has taken time to write 
down in 10 short easy-to- 
read chapters his essen- 
tial beliefs about Christ A 
and the Christian way. In this book he is 
giving principles for all people who want 
to know Jesus Christ. 


I am particularly enthusiastic about this 
book because it is written so simply and yet 
so positively that I know the reading of it 
will settle a lot of questions for a lot of 
peopie, and more especially will it cause 
many to settle for themselyes the biggest 
question of their lives, ‘‘What shall I do then 
with Jesus?” ' 

We do not become Christians because we 
hear a sermon, nor because our emotions 
have been stirred, nor because we join a 
church. Rather, it js upon the decision we 
make concerning Christ that hinges the pat- 
tern of lives. But it is a decision we must 
make for ourselves. God does not force us. 


“Did it ever occur to you that the father 
did ret go after the prodigal son?’’ asks the 
bishop. He goes on to say, “I think he knew 
where the boy was. Sometimes I have been 
tempted to ask why this father did not ride 
down there alongside the field where the 
boy tended swine and say, ‘Now, son, I am 
going to take you home, and you are going 
to be decent whether you want to or not.’”’ 


But I know the answer, the bishop con- 
tinues, for the very good reason you cannot 
do that to a man. When God created us, 
not only did He give us bone and muscle and 
blood and all the rest, but also He put within 
us that which we call the will... the ability 
to accept or reject. 


Printed on a card used some years ago 
in evangelistic work was this question, 
‘‘What must I do to be saved?’’ Below was 
the answer, “Believe on the Lord Jesus 
Christ.’”’ On the other side was the ques- 
tion, “‘What must I do to be lost?” The 
answer was “Nothing.” 


Of course, there is something mysterious 
about becoming a Christian, but so is there 
mystery about most other things. You do 
not know the person who made your favor- 
ite chair, yet you sit in it comfortably. 
You cannot explain electricity but you use 
it. What do you know about radio and tele- 
vision”? When you come to the power of 
Christ with its miracle of release and re- 
newal, you cannot explain it on a naturalistie 
basis but you can experience it. 


I'am not doing justice to the bishop's 
message. You must read the book for your- 
self. But I am so anxious that you do read 
this book because it takes our minds off 
denominationism and the doctrines that 
divide us, it causes us to forget for the 
moment church organization, and it brings 
into our minds and hearts ‘‘The Mighty 
Saviour.’’ The book is rightly named.

The senator pointed out that a 
GOP victory in November would 
place McCarthy in a commanding 
position in the Senate. Benton de- 
manded: ‘‘Do the American peo- 
ple really want Joe McCarthy as 
chairman of the powerful Senate 
committee on government opera-| 
tions?

Benton also singled out for caus- 
tic attack Republican Senators 
Bricker of Ohio, Cain of Washing- 
ton, Ken of Missouri, Jenner of 
Indiana and Malone of Nevada.

The Battle of Atlanta in 1864 
rather than the current battle of 
Dixie and Northern forces at the 
Democratic Natiogal Convention 
accounted for the flying of the 
and Bars at Five Points 
Tuesday. 

So said the mayor's office and 
the Atlanta Historical Society in 
explaining the flag’s presence to 
Atlantans, many of whom had in- 
terpreted the Confederate banner’s 
appearance as a symbol of seces 
sion by Georgia from the National 
Democratic Party. 

It was July 22, 1864, that Con- 
federate forces under Gen. John 
B. Hood fought a bloody engage- 
ment with Gen. William T. Sher- 
man’s Union troops. 

The heart of the fighting oc- 
curred near the present site of 
Murphy High School and in the 
areas of Moreland and Flat Shoals 
Avenue and Memorial Drive when 
Union troops under General Mc- 
Pherson tried to cut the vital 
Confederate rail line to the east. 

The ensuing battle, described by 
historians as ‘“‘a fierce engage- 
ment,”’ started about 10 a. m. and 
ended at nightfall after both sides 
had suffered heavy casualties. Con- 
federate losses were estimated at 
from 6,000 to 10,000 and Union cas- 
ualties at from 4,000 to 7,000. 

Among the dead were Northern 
General McPherson. and Major 
General Walker of. the Southern 
forces. 

The outcome of the Battle o 
Atlanta was indecisive and _ ulti-

‘mornings? 
You. haven’t a thing on Mrs. Ina Dillard Russell of Russell, Ga.! 
The 84-year-old matriarch of the Russell clan is television's most 
faithful follower these- weeks. Her children installed a new set at 
her home so she could watch the @rogress of the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention in general and the progress of her presidential 
candidate son, Dick Russell, in particular. 


We called on Mrs. Russell the other day and ‘she sat in front of 
the television set-in the living room of the big house with two of 
her 34 grandchildren by her side.. They were Alex Russell and Hugh 
Peterson. They have since gone with their families to Chicago to 
be on the scene when “Uncle Dick’s” fate is determined. 


‘Mother’ Russell would like to be in Chicago herself. This is the 
first major political event in the family that she has had to witness 
from afar. But because she is frail her children insist that she stay 


at home. 

“There was one time though when you couldn't have kept Mother 
at home.” remarked her daughter Pat (Mrs. Hugh Peterson of 
Ailey, Ga.). “The first race Dick ever ran was for the legislature 
and Mother was terribly anxious to know how it was coming along. 
Of course, we had no quick way of getting returns then and sitting 
at home waiting was more than Mother could bear. Dick and Daddy 
were in Winder and she wanted to be there, too.”’ 


In those days it was not considered quite ‘‘nice’’ for ladies to 
show much interest in politics, particularly not to the extent of 
hanging around the polling places. 


Mrs. Russell knew that but for all her gentle femininity she had 
a will of iron and she was determined to find out how her beloved 
elder son was doing. Her daughter Patience was technically too 
young to drive the car but she had practiced a bit around country 
roads and Mrs. Russell pressed her into service. 

Mother and daughter went careening over the dirt roads from 
Russell. Ga.. to Winder and pulied up in a cloud of dust before 
the polling place. 

Mother said, ‘‘Let’'s sit 
here in the car and wait,’ ’”’ Mrs. 
Peterson recalled. ‘But even 
that was denied us. We hadnt | 
been there more than a few min- 
utes when we saw some big 
rough-looking men in the crowd. 
They were wearing their guns 
and talking loud. Mother whis- 
peher, ‘We'd better go,’ and we 
did—but it was humiliating to be 
frightened away like that.”’ 

Sincé that day in 1920 Mrs. 
Russell has gone boldly to the 
polis and cast her ballot and 
she’s hoping to do it again. 

“Certainly I'll vote,”’ she said. 
‘‘T’ll have to.”’ 

Oh, the hours before the tele- 
vision set are wearying but not 
to Mother Russell. She much 
prefers having politics in the 
peaceful atmosphere of her big 
quiet front room than the wavy 
she remembers that 1920 race.
